Big miss on ER 
wait targets 


Health. 8-hour mark 
often not met, but 
doctor says he doesn't 
look at the numbers 


Edmonton emergency depart¬ 
ments have fallen far short of 
hitting targets created by the 
government to ensure patients 
are being treated and moved 
within eight hours. 

New data shows that the 
length-of-stay targets created 
by the province in 2010 wanted 
to have 75 per cent of patients 
checked into emergency de¬ 
partments, assessed, treated 
and stabilized and admitted 
within eight hours by 2013. 

That target was upped to 
90 per cent by March 2015. 

Yet at the start of the month, 
Edmonton hospitals weren’t 
even close to the 2013 targets, 
let alone the ones for 2015. 

Of the 122 admitted patients 
at Edmonton’s Grey Nuns 
Hospital between March 1 
and 7, only 19 per cent of those 
were seen within eight hours. 

The centre also missed the 
target of having 90 per cent 
of discharged patients sent on 
their way within four hours — 


just 57 per cent were. 

Stolleiy Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal, meanwhile, only admitted 
25 per cent of patients within 
eight hours last week and Royal 
Alexandra only admitted 34 per 
cent. 

For emergency department 
physician Bill Sevcilc, the tar¬ 
gets are simply unattainable. 

Working at both the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta and Stollery, 
Sevcilc said care providers are 
focused on the flow of resour¬ 
ces so the sickest patients can 
be seen first, rather than hit¬ 
ting the eight-hour target. 

“Quite frankly, as a front¬ 
line provider, we are hying to 
do our best for all of our pa¬ 
tients,” he said. “We don’t look 
at those numbers.” 

Steve Buiclc, spokesperson 
for Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel, said the province is 
fully committed to hitting 
those targets, but it won’t hap¬ 
pen overnight. 

“We need to do better in 
emergency and we are in¬ 
vesting a tremendous amount 
of resources to unblock the 
system,” he said in reference 
to $50 million committed by 
Mandel to update emergency 
departments in Edmonton and 
Calgaiy. leah holoiday/metro

For 12 often-overlooked 
spaces in downtown Ed¬ 
monton, the difference 
between being drab and 
fab could be as simple as 
offering a place for people 
to take a seat or a splash of 
colour on an empty wall.

Melcor Alley, NorQuest 
College, The Westin and 



Edmonton Welcome Centre 
are just a few of the spots 
identified by the group in 
need of a sprucing up. 

With 40 designs now 
submitted by U of A stu¬ 
dents and local design 
firms, Schmode said it’s up 
to residents to chose their 
favourite update. Once a 
winner is chosen, the group 
plans to connect designers 
with businesses and grant 
funding to turn their vision 
into a reality. 

David Holdsworth of 
the city’s Urban Design 
Unit said not only does Re¬ 
imagine Yeg give students 
a practical lesson in plan¬ 
ning with purpose, but it 
develops a policy on design 
intervention moving for¬ 
ward. 

“Sometimes good ideas 
come out of left field and 
some of them tend to be 
very simple. 

“We don’t have to spend 
a ton of money to make a 
great space,” he said.

Third of Albertans sit for hours a day: Survey 



If you’re at your desk while 
reading this, there’s bad news: 
You’re probably sitting too 
much. 

According to a new survey 
out of the University of Alberta, 
a third of Albertans sit for 10 
hours or more each day and, 
surprisingly, it’s the 18-34 age 
group (full-time workers and 
students) that spends the most 
time in sedentary positions. 


“We used to have to get up 
to answer the phone or change 
a channel. Society has done 
a disservice by computeriz¬ 
ing everything, but there are 
things we can do,” said Nora 
Johnston, director of the Al¬ 
berta Centre for Active Living, 
which just published the 2015 
Alberta Survey on Physical Ac¬ 
tivity. 

As physical inactivity is a 


risk factor for cardiovascular 
disease, stroke, diabetes and 
depression, the survey recom¬ 
mends active transport, leisure 
and workplace practices (walk¬ 
ing, cycling and using stairs).

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NDP calls for special prosecutor 
over Tory nomination allegations 


Edmonton-Ellerslie. 

Supporter of taxi 
representative calls 
for a new race amid 
PC controversy 


NDP leader Rachel Notley 
called for the justice minister 
to appoint a special prosecutor 
Thursday, as the Progressive 
Conservative party continues 
to review claims of nomina¬ 
tion irregularities in an Ed¬ 
monton constituency. 

Metro was first to report 
Wednesday the party was 
looking into the nomination 
process in Edmonton-Ellersie 
amid allegations the incum¬ 
bent MLA Naresh Bhardwaj at¬ 
tempted to mislead a challen¬ 
ger’s supporters and offered a 
$10,000 bribe to one through 
a proxy in order to undermine 
the challenger’s campaign. 
These allegations haven’t been 
proven. 

Bhardwaj won the party’s 
Ellerslie nomination contest 
on Feb. 21 after his lone chal¬ 
lenger Balraj Manhas, a prom¬ 


inent figure in the city’s taxi 
industry, withdrew from the 
race. 

Notley said allegations this 
serious against a sitting MLA 
bear further investigation. 

“Somebody running 
around, making allegations of 
criminal activity is a little bit 
more than an internal party 
matter,” she said. 

Tory House Leader and Jus¬ 
tice Minister Jonathan Denis 
conceded during Question Per¬ 
iod in the legislature Thursday 
that the allegations are ser¬ 
ious, but added, “They are just 
that — allegations. They have 
not been proven. It’s not ap¬ 
propriate to be commenting 
based on speculation.” 

Notley said the minister 
doesn’t seem to get it and add¬ 
ed the premier should have 
Bhardwaj resign from cabinet 
in the meantime. 

Metro attempted to con¬ 
tact Premier Jim Prentice on 
Thursday, but he was unavail¬ 
able. 

Meanwhile, Metro was 
also provided with photos of 
what appeared to be the of¬ 
ficial nomination papers for 
Manhas. They appear to be

complete with 30 names, ad¬ 
dresses, PC party member¬ 
ship numbers and signatures. 
Metro has not independently 
verified the information on 
the nomination papers. 

The allegations from two 
people on the list who swore 
statutory declarations indicate 
that Bhardwaj or others work¬ 
ing on his behalf tried to get 
the two supporters to sign af¬ 
fidavits saying their names 
had improperly appeared on 
Manhas’ nomination papers in 
a bid to have them tossed out. 

Manhas has said he re¬ 
ceived a call from party offi¬ 
cials days before the Ellerslie 
vote and was told to withdraw 
from the race or be publicly 
disqualified over concerns 


with his papers. He agreed to 
take his name off the ballot 
but said he was assured of an 
investigation. 

Some of the 30 supporters 
of Manhas said they weren’t 
aware of the allegations until 
they read the news Thursday, 
but it sparked fears both that 
their voice wasn’t being heard 
and their privacy had been 
breached. 

A PC party source con¬ 
firmed nomination papers are 
supposed to be held secret and 
one supporter, Avatar Chahil, 
said he was concerned that 
others had obtained his per¬ 
sonal information, as well as 
that of two of his brothers and 
a niece who endorsed Manhas. 

As well, Chahil told Metro 
his family was “definitely dis¬ 
appointed” that Manhas never 
made it to voting day. He said 
concerns over the process 
should be enough to prompt 
a redo. 

“Somebody’s screwed up 
somewhere,” he said. “They 
should do the nomination 
again or do something else 
again, because then it would 
be fair for everyone.”

Wildrose parly house leader to resign, quit politics

The number of incumbent 
Wildrose politicians who 
will be running in what 
many expect will be a spring 
election has dropped to 
three after house leader 
Shayne Saskiw announced 
Thursday that he is leaving 
politics. 

Saskiw, 33, said he will 
not seek re-election in his 
constituency of Lac La Biche- 


St. Paul-Two Hills, but will 
stay on for now. 

“You just become a bit 
disillusioned with politics 
altogether,” Saskiw said, 
referring particularly to 11 
former Wildrose colleagues 
who crossed the floor late 
last year to join Premier Jim 
Prentice and the Progressive 
Conservatives. 

“One day, individuals are 


talking about keeping taxes 
low, not going into debt, and 
the next day they’re saying 
the complete opposite,” said 
Saskiw. 


“Now is the time to push 
for a model that pressures 
politicians to keep their 
word and their promises, 
and that to me is outside of 


the traditional party model.” 

Saskiw is in his first term 
as a member of the legisla¬ 
ture after defeating PC cab¬ 
inet minister Ray Danylulc 
by a tight margin in the 2012 
election. 

Saskiw said he has found 
the legislature to be a 
“flawed model” for getting 
things done. Partisan fight¬ 
ing among parties prevents 


valuable collaborative work 
on legislation, he suggested. 
And true change is blunted 
when politicians arrive 
promising bold change, but 
instead only craft minor 
policy alterations to remain 
popular. 

“I see a fair amount of 
people who are just in it for 
a job and a paycheque.”

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Infrastructure. Bridge 
project moving forward 


The city plans to swing seven 
massive steel girders into 
place this weekend, as work 
toward completing the 102 
Avenue Bridge over Groat 
Road continues. 

“We’re approaching a 
veiy significant milestone, 
completing the girder instal¬ 
lation,” said special projects 
manager Allan Bartman. 

The installation will force 
the closure of Groat Road 
starting on Friday evening at 
7:30 p.m. and the city hopes 
to have traffic flowing again 
on Monday, but it will depend 
on how the progress goes. 

“The plan is to keep Groat 
Road closed until we have all 
the girders up,” said Bartman. 

He said they believe they 
will have enough time to do 
the work before Monday, but 
some things are out of their 
control.

Study looks at barriers 
to winter bicycle use 


Uof A. Student maps 
cycling habits, how 
weather affects them

Where cyclists go on their 
bikes in the city is what one 
University of Alberta under¬ 
graduate student wants to 
map out with the help of lo¬ 
cal bikers. 

A trend that isn’t new 
to Edmonton this winter, 


undergraduate student 
Dianne Gillespie is looking 
for what she calls microbar¬ 
riers like a jutted curb or 
potted plants, elements of 
a city that deters cyclists 
from riding around Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“I have my own observa¬ 
tions about winter cycling 
but it would be interesting 
to get the thoughts of actual 
winter cyclists,” she said. 

Elements of wallcability, 
such as parking on a street, 
can often detract from a 
cyclist’s ride on city streets, 
Gillespie explained. 

To get a sampling of the 


some of the barriers local 
cyclists face in Edmonton, 
around 20 to 40 people will 
be surveyed as part of Gil¬ 
lespie’s course, with par¬ 
ticipants asked to map out 
their routes. She argues 
that not much data is avail¬ 
able on winter cycling in 
the city as it continues to 
grow but that she aims to 
get a glimpse into an aspect 
of commuting many Ed¬ 
montonians have ventured 
to try. 

Since a call for winter 
bike commuters went out 
Wednesday night, Gillespie

Det. Patti Nichol of the 
EPS economic crimes section 
said phishing sees fraudsters 
using counterfeit emails and 
websites to lure people of all 
ages to give out personal or 
financial information. 

In Edmonton, identity 
theft and fraud are on the 


rise, up 86 per cent and 25 
per cent, respectively, from 
2013 to 2014. 

“People feel comfortable 
in front of their computer 
screen, but visiting un¬ 
secured sites or giving out 
personal details is like hav¬ 
ing a stadium full of people 


standing over your shoulder, 
watching everything you do,” 
said Nichol.

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Distracted driving fines for cyclists 
too if private member’s bill passes 



Safety, Proposed bill 
cracking down on 
people using phones

Cyclists in the city could be 
facing fines similar to those 
drivers might face if a pri¬ 
vate member’s bill is ap¬ 
proved next week. 

Bill 204, a private mem¬ 
ber’s bill introduced by Cal¬ 
gary MLA Moe Amery, would 
see a distracted driving tick¬ 
et come with three demerit 
points and also raise the 
fine to $250. But Amery said 
details on how the bill will 
affect cyclists haven’t been 
hammered out yet. 

“Right now we are focus¬ 
ing on drivers who drive 
trucks, cars and buses be¬ 
cause we want Alberta roads 
to be safe,” he said. 

The current distracted 


driving law does include 
cyclists whose bicycles are 
defined as vehicles under the 
Traffic Safety Act. 

“The whole idea of the 
bill is to prevent people from 
using their phones,” said 
Amery. 

The current fine if caught 
is $172 for distracted driving, 
but Alberta is one of the last 
provinces to incorporate the 
loss of demerit points with 
its distracted driving law. 

The issue of fining cyc¬ 
lists is something Edmonton 
Police chief Rod Knecht told 
media Friday isn’t the focus of 
police efforts to crack down 
on pre-occupied drivers. 

“Right now we’re talking 
about a big chunk of metal 
going down the road and 
that can cause serious injury. 
I don’t think Albertans are 


ready to have law after law 
after law,” he said. 

“I don’t think we want to 
legislate every bit of behav¬ 
ior for people.” 

Conrad Nobert, member 
of the Edmonton Bike Coali¬ 
tion, said the need to have 
enforcement for cyclists is 
there, despite him person¬ 
ally never seeing a cyclist 
riding while using their cell 
phone. 

“Now we only have legis¬ 
lation that covers vehicles, 
we don’t have special trans¬ 
portation legislation for bi¬ 
cycles. Given that, I think 
they need to include cyclists 
in this. 

“Otherwise, what hap¬ 
pens if a cyclist does cause 
a serious accident of some 
kind because they’re dis¬ 
tracted?” he said.

Knecht welcomes province’s move on distracted driving

Edmonton police Chief Rod 
Knecht applauded the prov¬ 
incial government for push¬ 
ing forward with distracted 
driving legislation Thurs¬ 
day. 

Justice minister Jonathan 
Denis announced Wednes¬ 
day that he would support 
the private member’s bill 


that would raise the current 
fine to $250 and add three 
demerits. 

Knecht said it’s time for 
Alberta to embrace higher 
penalties. 

“You’re seeing provinces 
right across the country 
take this much more ser¬ 
iously,” he said. 

He said almost since the 
law’s inception police were 
seeing that the fine, with 
no demerits was not having 


an impact on drivers. 

“Writing tickets was not 
having the impact and we 
saw the numbers increase,” 
he said. 

“The biggest concern 
was young people, particu¬ 
larly your 16- to 18-year-old 
who is technically savvy and 
wants to be on that device.” 

In 2012, the first full 
year of the law, Knecht said 
there were 4,597 tickets and 
in 2014 there were 5,284 


tickets. He said too many 
people view the current 
tickets as simply the cost of 
doing business, but losing 
their license is a risk they 
won’t be willing to take. 

“I believe demerits will 
make the difference. It 
will be interesting to see 
and follow this,” he said. 
“People may not pay atten¬ 
tion to the money, but they 
will pay attention to the 
demerits.”

Critics fear new anti-tenor 
bill will tread on rights 


Calgary woman dies when 
whale slams boat in Mexico 



The federal government’s as¬ 
surances that its anti-terrorism 
bill will not be a licence to spy 
on activists have done little to 
calm the fears of aboriginal 
leaders, environmentalists and 
human-rights advocates. 

Several critics said Thurs¬ 
day they have reason to believe 
the legislation would be used 
to step up surveillance of pro¬ 
testers opposed to petroleum 
projects and other resource de¬ 
velopments. 

“We don’t want to be 
labelled as terrorists in our own 
territories, our own homelands, 
for standing up to protect the 
land and waters,” Assembly 
of First Nations national chief 
Perry Bellegarde told the House 
of Commons public-safety com¬ 
mittee. 

Bellegarde indicated the 
bill would be challenged in the 
courts, saying the federal gov¬ 
ernment did not fulfil its duty 
to consult aboriginal peoples. 


The committee plans to 
hear more than 50 witnesses on 
the bill, introduced in response 
to extremist-inspired attacks 
that killed two Canadian sol¬ 
diers last October. 

The legislation would give 
the Canadian Security Intelli¬ 
gence Service the ability to act¬ 
ively disrupt terror plots, make 
it easier for police to limit the 
movements of a suspect, ex¬ 
pand no-fly list powers and take 
aim at terrorist propaganda. 

In addition, the bill would 
relax the sharing of federally 
held information about activity 
that “undermines the security 
of Canada.” 

Neither the new disruptive 
powers nor the information¬ 
sharing provisions apply to 
“lawful” advocacy, protest or 
dissent, but some fear the bill 
could be used against activ¬ 
ists who demonstrate without 
an official permit or despite a 
court order, the Canadian press

Metro in Calgary 

It was an adventure tour 
turned tragic. 

A Calgaiy woman killed 
Wednesday off the coast of 
Cabo San Lucas in Mexico 
after a grey whale crashed 
into a tourist boat has been 
identified as Jen Karren. 

Cabo Adventure, the com¬ 
pany behind the Snorkel & 
Sea Adventure tour that Kar¬ 
ren was on, said the 35-year- 
old woman was killed after a 


whale broke the water’s sur¬ 
face, causing the boat’s cap¬ 
tain to make a “sudden man¬ 
oeuvre.” 

“The whale hit the boat on 
one side, which caused two 
passengers to be hurt and un¬ 
fortunately the death of one 
passenger,” said Felipe Diez- 


Canedo, general director of 
Cabo Adventures. 

It appears the force of the 
impact sent Karren into the 
water, with a guide and a 
second passenger managing 
to get her back on the boat, 
where a third passenger per¬ 
formed CPR. 


“On arrival to the marina, 
the paramedics took the pas¬ 
senger to a private hospital 
where, unfortunately, (she) 
passed away,” Diez-Canedo 
said. 

Karren’s employer, con¬ 
struction consulting firm Wor- 
leyParsons, issued a statement 
saying she was a “friendly 
teammate who was willing to 
help out wherever she could.” 

The statement explained 
that Karren had worked for 
the company for six years and 
was a member of its Office 
Services team in Calgaiy and 
“always spoke kindly of eveiy- 
one with whom she came in 
contact.” 

Two others were hurt 
during the incident, but their 
injuries were not life-threaten¬ 
ing.

Montreal Mayor Denis 
Coderre unveiled a tribute 
to one of Canada’s most 
celebrated authors Thursday 
at city hall. 

Mordecai Richler was 
born in the city in 1931 and 
died at the age of 70 in 2001. 

He was best known for 
such novels as The Appren¬ 
ticeship of Duddy Kravitz 


and Barney’s Version, both 
of which were set in Mont¬ 
real and made into feature 
films. 

In 2011, the city an¬ 
nounced plans to revamp 
a bandstand built in the 
1920s on the eastern flank 
of Mount Royal and rename 
it the Mordecai Richler 
Gazebo. 

However, work on the 
gazebo was delayed several 
times. 

In January, the delays 
prompted Richler’s widow, 
Florence, to say she doubted 
the city would ever honour 
her late husband. 

Richler left Montreal in 



the 1950s for Europe but re¬ 
turned 20 years later and his 
city of birth often figured as 
settings for his writing.

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Two Ferguson officers shot; 
groups try to quell tensions

Atlanta. Residents call 
for police accountability 


Missouri. Bloodshed 
threatened to inflame 
the already fraught 
relationship between 
police and protesters 


With measured remarks and a 
conciliatoiy tone, police, polit¬ 
ical leaders and civil-rights activ¬ 
ists on Thursday sought to tamp 
down tensions after two police 
officers were shot in front of 
the Ferguson Police Department 
during a protest. 

The officers were quickly 
released from the hospital, but 
St. Louis County Police Chief 
Jon Belmar said they could have 
easily been killed and called 
the attack “an ambush.” Mean¬ 
while, people were taken in for 
questioning after a SWAT team 
converged on a Ferguson home 
near the shooting site. Police did 
not immediately offer details. 

The shootings marked the 
first time in eight months of 
tension in Ferguson that of¬ 


ficers were shot at a protest, 
and the bloodshed threatened 
to inflame the already fraught 
relationship between police 
and protesters just as the city 
seeks reforms in the wake of a 
withering Justice Department 
report on its law-enforcement 
practices. 

The attack resonated all the 
way to Washington. President 
Barack Obama took to Twitter 
to relay his prayers to the offi¬ 
cers and to denounce violence 
against police as unacceptable. 
“Path to justice is one all of us 
must travel together,” Obama 
wrote, signing the tweet with his 
initials to indicate the president 
personally composed it. 

Attorney General Eric Holder 
called the shooting “inexcusable 
and repugnant.” 

The shots were fired early 
Thursday just as a small crowd 
of protesters began to break 
up after a demonstration that 
unfolded hours after the resig¬ 
nation of Ferguson Police Chief 
Tom Jackson. 

The shots were believed to 


come from a handgun fired 
across the street from the police 
department, which has been a 
national focal point since the 


Aug. 9 shooting death of Mi¬ 
chael Brown, who was black 
and unarmed, by a white police

An interim investiga¬ 
tion report last Sunday 


contained transcripts of 
conversations between 
air traffic controllers and 
the airline that revealed 
confusion after the Boe¬ 
ing 777 dropped off radar 
with 239 people aboard 
while flying from Kuala 
Lumpur to Beijing. 

The last voice contact 
was a “good night” mes¬ 
sage from the cockpit 
to the controllers at 
1:19 a.m. on March 8. 

The shutdown of the 
transponder one minute 
later removed the plane’s 
identification from com¬ 
mercial radar.

Nemtsov murder 
steeped in mystery

The roof of a five-storey 
cement factory under con¬ 
struction in Bangladesh 
collapsed Thursday, killing 
at least four workers and 
trapping many others, an 
official said.

He 
said at least 40 people were

Survivors said 50 to 60 
people were working on 
the roof while others were 
on the ground floor when 
the collapse occurred, said 


local government adminis¬ 
trator M. Jahangir Alam. 

It was not clear how 
many were directly affect¬ 
ed by the collapse. 

The seaside factory, 
about 135 kilometres 
southwest of Dhaka, is 
owned by an army welfare 
organization, the United 
News of Bangladesh news 
agency reported.

“How do you do a glass 
shoe?” 

It sounds like a question 
from an age-old nursery 
rhyme, but was actually a 
real problem for Sandy Pow¬ 
ell, the Academy Award¬ 
winning costume designer 
of the new live-action ver¬ 
sion of Cinderella. 

Powell, whose Oscars for 
Shakespeare in Love, The 
Aviator and The Young Vic¬ 
toria decorate her mantle, 
gave me a sneak peek at the 
unique shoes given to Cin¬ 
derella (played by Downton 
Abbey’s Lily James) by her 
Fairy Godmother months in 
advance of this weekend’s 
opening. 

“The glass slipper had 
nothing to do with any 
shoemakers because it is 
made of crystal,” Powell ex¬ 
plained. 

Working with Swarovslci, 
she designed the shoe, com¬ 
plete with a six-inch heel 
and 221 facets with their 
light-reflecting Crystal Blue 
Aurora Borealis coating, out 
of solid crystal. 

“No one can actually 
put their foot in that,” she 
says. 

“It’s a prop. In effect I 
was designing a prop that 
gets held and gets tried on 
but for her (to walk in) we 
made another shoe that 
was the same shape, in 
leather, that she could wear 
and then the visual effects 
(transformed it to) the glass 
on her foot.

Joining an established fran¬ 
chise the second movie in can 
be daunting even for the most 
experienced of actresses, and 
for Naomi Watts becoming a 
part of The Divergent Series: In¬ 
surgent was no exception. 

“That can always be scaiy, 
the first day. When I arrived 
on the set, it was a little scaiy 
because this is a veiy well-oiled 
machine,” Watts says. “I was 
just wildly impressed with how 
things were going and how fast 
they were moving and how 
disciplined all of these young 
actors were. When there’s that 
many people, you can some¬ 
times sense a little rivalry here, 
a few issues there, but they felt 
very connected and veiy collab¬ 
orative.” 

The centre of that warm 
fuzziness, apparently, was ser¬ 
ies star Shailene Woodley. “I 
remember when I first met 
Shailene I was just enveloped 
in this giant hug,” Watts recalls. 
“It felt so warm and just relaxed 
me right away.” 

Watts co-stars as Evelyn, es¬ 
tranged mother of Four (Theo 
James) and leader of the outcast 
Factionless in the dystopian 
future of the Divergent world, 
but as an actress she honestly 
thought her action-packed days 
were behind her.

Theo James has faced a lot 
of acting challenges over 
the course of his career, but 
nothing comes close to what 
he had to contend with once 
Naomi Watts was cast as his 
mother in Insurgent, the fol¬ 
lowup to Divergent.

Interview. Ex boxer 
Evander Holyfield 
holds no punches as 
he talks about his 
rise and fall and rise 
again in the world of 
professional sport

Twenty years ago, Evander 
Holyfield was one of the bad- 
dest (and richest) dudes to ever 
grace the canvas of a boxing 
ring. A world-class pugilist 
who fought his way up from 
poverty, ‘The Real Deal’ had a 
killer loioclcout punch, and a 
bank account to match. 

Fast-forward just a few 
years later, and this vener¬ 
able practitioner of the Sweet 
Science was losing the fight 
against a different kind of op¬ 
ponent: rampant, unrestrained 
success. 

Champs, a new documen¬ 
tary from filmmaker Bert 
Marcus (How to Make Money 


Selling Drugs), chronicles the 
out-of-the-ring financial and 
personal struggles of prize 
fighting legends Holyfield, 
Mike Tyson and Bernard Hop¬ 
kins. It’s the story of how 
money mismanagement and 
personal problems left some of 
boxing’s biggest names down 
for the count. 

So just how do you go from 
being a $200-million king of 
the ring to broke? Metro spoke 
with The Real Deal to do a little 
verbal sparring and find out. 

“I had a contract which al¬ 
lowed me to make $50,000 in 
my first (professional) fight,” 
says Holyfield, “which was hu¬ 
mungous because I was mak¬ 
ing $8,000 a year, with three 
jobs. And so here I am, a per¬ 
son who fought for 12 years as 
an amateur for free. Now I’m 
getting paid to do something 
that I love doing already.” 

That was just the begin¬ 
ning. 

At the height of his career, 
Holyfield’s biggest fights were 
grossing anywhere from $77 
to $100 million. He reportedly 
earned $35 million for his re¬ 
match with Tyson (the infam¬ 


ous Bite Fight) alone. 

“Having the money, and 
not knowing when to say ‘no,’” 
he says, was the problem. 

“Of course when I made all 
this money ... I wanted every¬ 
body to do well. I was willing 
to do what is necessaiy to help 
eveiybody.” 


With a generous heart, 
deep pockets and little know¬ 
ledge of finance, Holyfield’s 
millions didn’t go the distance. 

“My mother said, ‘Son, you 
cannot make nobody rich. You 
can give them an opportunity 
to be rich, but they got to do 
the work — or you’ll go broke.’ 


And unfortunately, you know 
what, that’s what happened.” 

In 2012, Holyfield was 
forced to sell his 44,234-square- 
foot mansion and auction off 
some of his most prized pos¬ 
sessions, including memora¬ 
bilia from his 1984 Olympic 
bronze medal win, many of his 


championship title belts, and 
an array of fight-used robes 
and gloves. 

In the end, the one thing 
he was able to keep, says Holy- 
field, was his positive attitude. 

“I didn’t let people change 
me from the attitude I had to¬ 
wards people. 

“I had to think back to 
what I was brought up on and 
the word of God. And the only 
thing that I had to build my 
faith on was that the second 
half of my life would be better 
than my first half.” 

Holyfield continued to fight 
professionally until last year, 
when he officially retired at 
age 51. Nowadays, The Real 
Deal makes a living from paid 
speaking engagements. 

What keeps him going 
through it all? More advice 
from mom: 

“She said, ‘Son, if you’re 
willing to work eight hours, 
then you have the opportun¬ 
ity to be your own man for the 
next 16 hours. But if you don’t 
work the eight hours, some¬ 
body else is going to be telling 
you what to do for the next 16 
hours.’”

Rogue One. First film to 
go outside the primary 
Star Wars epic set to be 
released in 2016 


The Walt Disney Co. on 
Thursday announced plans to 
make a sequel to the animat¬ 
ed mega-hit Frozen, and re¬ 
vealed new details about the 
upcoming Star Wars reboot. 

Frozen 2 had been widely 
expected for a film that has 
become a juggernaut for 
Disney. Since its release in 
November 2013, it has made 
nearly $1.3 billion globally 
at the box office, generated 
a massive merchandising 
revenue stream and won the 
Academy Award for best ani¬ 
mated feature. 

Disney didn’t announce 
any details on the sequel’s 
plot or a release date, but said 
directors Jennifer Lee and 
Chris Buck will be returning. 

Disney chairman and CEO 


Bob Iger also announced at 
the shareholder meeting 
that the new Star Wars film 
will be called Rogue One and 
will be directed by Gareth Ed¬ 
wards (Godzilla). 

The script will be written 


by Oscar nominated Chris 
Weitz (About a Boy) and will 
feature Oscar nominated 
actress Felicity Jones (The 
Theoiy of Everything). 

Rogue One will be the 
first film of the Star Wars 


Franchise to explore stor¬ 
ies outside the primary Star 
Wars epic. Initial filming is 
set to begin this summer in 
London. The film’s projected 
release date is December 16,

Clarkson on new album 


Interview. Pregnancy 
forced Clarkson to reflect 
on her own upbringing 


Giving birth to her first child 
and watching her husband 
tend to their daughter made 
Kelly Clarkson realize how 
much her father wasn’t around 
when she was growing up. 

“I think when you hold this 
little human you’ve created, 
now I think I understand the 
depth of the loss I had not hav¬ 
ing a father figure growing up,” 
she said in interview last week. 

Clarkson, 32, and music 
manager Brandon Blaclcstoclc, 
are the parents of eight-month- 
old River Rose. 

The Grammy winner, 
known for hits like Stronger 
and Since U Been Gone, sings 
about her father on the heart¬ 
felt, revealing Piece by Piece, 
the title track of her new al¬ 
bum. “And no offence to my 
father, you know, he is a prod¬ 
uct of his upbringing, like, I 
don’t know what that was, but 
you know, I just think now that 
I have River, like holding her, I 
can’t imagine walking away.” 

In a recent interview, the 
original American Idol cham¬ 
pion talked recording and re¬ 
visiting her television days.

Q&A. Mark 
Duplass to 
speak at 
SXSW 

Actor, filmmaker and burgeon¬ 
ing indie film kingpin Mark 
Duplass is getting quite a plat¬ 
form this year at SXSW as one 
of the keynote speakers for the 
film conference — and he’s not 
going to waste the opportunity. 

You’re no stranger to SXSW. 
How is this year different? 

This is the first year where I’ll 
be staying at a hotel and not 
sleeping on some weird Airbnb 
couch three miles away from 
downtown, because I’m the 
keynote speaker and they’re 
going to fly me in and put me 
up. That’s a huge difference! 
And we have four movies going 
to the festival, two of which 
already have distribution and 
two of which are for sale. 

Do you have an idea of how 
your keynote will go? 

I’m worldng it out in my head, 
but I’ve realized that I enjoy 
proselytizing about the way 
I’ve made things. I find that my 
career trajectoiy just happens 
to be the one that most closely 
approximates a practical path 
to success for someone who is 
coming from nowhere — no 
connections, nothing — and 
most of the people you’re 
speaking to who need help are 
nowhere. I feel like in order to 
give a 45-minute speech, you 
f—ing better have something 
to offer and not just talk about 
yourself, you know? 

How do you go about finding 
young filmmakers to foster? 

A lot of it is pretty gut-oriented. 
There’s a bit of a profile of that 
person between the age of 25 
and 32 who’s made a short or 
two, or... has written a book 
or their Twitter account shows 
me that their stoiytelling 
acumen or something in them 
makes them unique, nedehrbar 



Movies. Julie Andrews proud of Gaga 


Julie Andrews says she’s always 
been a fan of Lady Gaga, but 
after seeing the pop star per¬ 
form a medley of songs from 
The Sound of Music at the Os¬ 
cars, the stage and screen icon 
developed a new appreciation 
for the singer. 

“She was just belting it out 
of the park, and I was so pleased 
and so proud, and I thought she 
did a wonderful job,” Andrews 
said in a recent phone inter¬ 
view from New York. 

If Gaga had any doubts 
about her performance, they 
quickly dissipated as she was 
enveloped by rapturous ap¬ 


plause — and a warm embrace 
from Andrews. 

“I just said to her: ‘You were 
terrific. You were marvellous,”’ 
Andrews recalled of the tender 
moment. 

“Doing it meant a great deal 
to her because she says it was 
one of the hardest things she’s 
ever done. She was understand¬ 
ably nervous, but she was so 
generous about it. And that’s 
the first time I met her face-to- 
face. I’d been a fan, and now 
I’ve found a new friend.” 

The Sound of Music has 
been rebooted in recent years 
for both stage and television. 


But for legions of fans, An¬ 
drews’ portrayal of Maria — a 
young nun who becomes gov¬ 
erness to an Austrian widower’s 
seven children — remains the 
definitive performance of the 
beloved Oscar-winning music¬ 
al, which premiered in 1965.

Interview. 20 years after 
Jagged Little Pill, the 
introspective songwriter 
reflects on her career 


Alanis Morissette made her Ju- 
nos debut back in 1992, wear¬ 
ing buoyant ringlets, a bejew¬ 
elled off-the-shoulder dress, 
and the dumbstruck expression 
of a 17-year-old leaping blindly 
into the glare of the spotlight. 
She was dressed in the disguise 
of a dance-pop featherweight, 
which ultimately didn’t fit. 

But at least the dress did. 

“Not unlike most brides 
around the planet, I put all my 
stress into what dress I would 
wear,” Morissette recalled with 
a laugh recently, marvelling 
at the “absolutely terrifying” 
event. 

“I just remember being real¬ 
ly nervous and over the moon 
about the fact that I held eye 
contact with Biyan Adams for 
longer than one millisecond.” 

The award she was given 
that night — most promising 
female vocalist — turned out 
to be prescient. 23 years later, 


Morissette is being ushered 
into the Canadian Music Hall 
of Fame after a distinguished — 
and ongoing! — career that has 
spanned more than 60 million 
albums sold, seven Grammys 
and 12 Junos. 

Days before Morissette was 
to receive the honour and per¬ 
form at this weekend’s Juno 
Awards, the 40-year-old spoke 
about her career from her 
home in Brentwood, Calif. 

What does this honour mean 
to you? 

Mostly it’s just me coming 
into the arms of Canada. I’m 
Canadian to the bone. To be 
honoured by Canadians is pre¬ 
cious to me. 

It’s the 20 th anniversary of 
Jagged Little Pill and you’re 
adapting it into a musical. 
What sort of emotions does 
that album evoke for you? 
There’s a continuity there that 
has remained true for two 
decades straight, which is just 
social commentary, eating dis¬ 
order commentaiy, embracing 
emotions, flying in the face of 
what’s expected. So many of 
these themes... seem timeless 


“I swear I walk around with a whiteboard upon which 
people can project their hatred toward their mother 
and their former boss and their sister and their ex- 

girlfriend.Alanis Morissette on the isolating side of her celebrity 


in a way, which is lovely. It’s 
not the kind of record that I 
would discourage a 15-year-old 
from listening to. It’s quite the 
opposite. 

You won five Junos in 1996 
and in acceptance discussed 
how an artist’s growth occurs 
in public. Was all the atten¬ 
tion a lot to bear? 

It was. It was a lot of pres¬ 
sure and I hated it. So to take 
some of the intensity away, I 
wrote Uninvited (for the City 
of Angels soundtrack in 1998). 
That was really not encouraged 
by my record company. They 
wanted me to take all that 
white-hot heat and put it into 
the followup for Jagged Little 
Pill. 

But I was buckling under 
that pressure and I didn’t want 
to write. I was super bumt-out 
from touring and had I not suc¬ 


cumbed to any of the pressure, 
who knows, I might have been 
the artist who writes a record 
eveiy 10 years. 

So you were never infatuated 
with fame? 

I was definitely intrigued. I 
was sold the same bill of goods 
that the planet has been sold, 
which is that when you’re 
famous, you’re Kumbaya-ing 
with Meiyl Streep and Johnny 
Depp is petting your head 
while you sit around a fire 
(laughs).

Publisher says Terry 
Pratchett dead at age 



Books. The fantasy 
author battled a rare 
form of early onset 
Alzheimer's disease 


Fantasy writer Terry Pratchett, 
creator of the exuberant, satir¬ 
ical Discworld series and auth¬ 
or of more than 70 books, has 
died. He was 66. 

Pratchett had earned wide 
respect in Britain and beyond 
with his dignified campaign for 
the right of critically ill patients 
to choose assisted suicide. 

Transworld Publishers said 
Pratchett died Thursday at his 
home, “with his cat sleeping 
on his bed surrounded by his 
family.” The firm said he died 
of natural causes, from a chest 
infection combined with the 
worsening effects of his demen¬ 
tia. 

Transworld’s managing 
director Lany Finlay said “the 
world has lost one of its bright¬ 
est, sharpest minds.” 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron said “his books fired the 
imagination of millions and he 
fearlessly campaigned for de¬ 
mentia awareness.” 

Pratchett’s ability to write 
and speak had deteriorated 
in recent years as the disease 
progressed. But with his charac¬ 
teristic black fedora and neatly 
trimmed white beard he re¬ 
mained a familiar figure in the 
public eye. 

Transworld said Pratchett 
completed his final book, The 
Shepherd’s Crown, in the sum¬ 
mer of 2014. It is due to be pub¬ 
lished later this year. 

Pratchett was best known 
for Discworld, a series of more 
than 40 comic novels set in a 


teeming fantasy world. 

The Discworld series began 
in 1983 with the publication 
of The Colour of Magic and 
became more popular over 
time as the imaginary world 
Pratchett created became more 
detailed and complex. 

Discworld grew into a ser¬ 
ies of 40 interconnected books 

— set on a giant disc balanced 
on the back of four elephants 

— that mixed folklore, and 
mischievous fun into an ebul¬ 
lient saga that satirized both 
the fantasy genre and real-life 
power and politics. 

He sold more than 65 mil¬ 
lion books worldwide, and his 
novels have been translated 
into several dozen languages. 
During the 1990s, he was Brit¬ 
ain’s bestselling author—even¬ 
tually surpassed by J.K. Rowling. 

Pratchett disclosed his med-

ical condition in 2007. His doc¬ 
tors at first believed he had suf¬ 
fered a stroke, but found him 
to have an unusual form of 
Alzheimer’s 

He tried to be optimistic 
with his milfions of fans, assur¬ 
ing them on his website that 


the condition didn’t seem to be 
immediately life-threatening. 

“Frankly, I would prefer it 
if people kept things cheerful,” 
he said. 

As he lost the ability to write 
on a computer, he turned to a 
dictation system that allowed 
him to keep producing fictional 
works, his agent Colin Smythe 
said. “It may have changed his 
prose style slightly,” Smythe 
said. “The real problem is the 
difficulty of revising it.” 

Pratchett was bom and 
raised in the town of Beacons- 
field, northwest of London. He 
described himself as a nonde¬ 
script student who attended a 
technical high school because 
he felt woodwork would be 
more interesting than Latin. 
He was also interested in radios 
and computers.

• l tsp green cardamom, opened 
(retain only the small beads 
inside) 

• 1 tsp cumin seeds 

• 1 tsp coriander seeds 

• 1 tsp black peppercorns 

• 1 tsp whole cloves 

• l cinnamon stick or 1 tsp 
ground cinnamon 

• 1/4 tsp ground nutmeg 
Marinade 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) plain yogurt 

• l onion, chopped 

• 3 cloves garlic, crushed 

• 2 tbsp garam masala 

• 2 tbsp freshly squeezed lemon 
juice 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) grated lemon zest 

• l tbsp fresh ginger, grated 

• 1 tsp salt 

• 12 skinless and boneless 
chicken thighs or 6 skinless and 
boneless chicken breasts 



You can also prepare the 
Chicken Tikka on skewers. To 
do this, cut the chicken into 
small pieces before marinat¬ 
ing. Soak wooden skewers in 
water for 15 minutes before 
you thread the pieces of chick¬ 
en. Grill or bake for about 10 
minutes in the middle of a 400 
F (200 C) oven. 

Garam Masala 

1. In a large skillet, toast the 


spices over high heat for 1 
minute. Let cool, then finely 
grind with a mortar or a coffee 
grinder. Set aside. 

Marinade 

1. In a bowl, combine all the in¬ 
gredients. Place the chicken in 
the marinade and coat well. Al¬ 
low to marinate in the refriger¬ 
ator for 5 hours. 

2. Preheat grill to medium heat 


or the oven to 400 F (200 C). 

3. Lightly score the skin of 
each piece of chicken with 
a sharp knife. Grill or bake 
in the middle of the oven for 
about 25 minutes, turning 
chicken occasionally, until 
cooked and lightly browned.

Houseplants. Low- 
maintenance, affordable, 
and definitely worth the 
trouble, plants can be a 
vibrant decor element 


In homes where space and 
time are precious, the future 
of the humble houseplant 
may depend on whether it 
can earn its keep. 

Houseplants that endure 
tend to be either undemand¬ 
ing succulents, edible herbs, 
or plants that add enough 
to a room’s ambiance that 
they’re worth some extra 
effort. And a huge variety 
of plants are both easy and 
worth the minimal effort, 
say plant lovers Tara Heibel 
and Tassy de Give. 



Rooted in Design 

Their new book, Rooted in 
Design (Ten Speed Press, 
2015), demonstrates that 
houseplants can be a beauti¬ 
ful and creative element in a 
home’s decor. 

Houseplants connect the 
city dweller to the natural 
world and remind us of that 
symbiotic relationship, write 
Heibel and de Give, founders 
of Sprout Home, an indoor 
landscaping store in Chica¬ 


go, Ill. and Brooklyn, N.Y. 

“A room filled with plants 
can be calming and inspira¬ 
tional as well as incred¬ 
ibly personal and expres¬ 
sive. Even aloe, a common 
household plant, can exude 
complexity and style when 
displayed creatively,” they 
write. 

Dividing the home into 
sectors — wall, ledge, floor, 
air, table, kitchen and ter¬ 
rariums (including some for 
aquatic plants) — the auth¬ 
ors suggest ways to present 
and care for a variety of in¬ 
door greenery. 

“It’s easy to get pigeon¬ 
holed into certain ideas 
about plants — that they 
always have to be in a cer¬ 
tain kind of container or 
always be on a shelf or on 
the floor — and you have 
to help people break out of 
that. Many people now have 
a really small living environ¬ 
ment and think they don’t 
have room for plants, but 
hanging plants on a wall 
doesn’t take up any space at 
all, and it adds a lot to the 
decor,” Heibel says. 

Upcycled containers 

Unlike many other glossy 
design books, this one shows 
images of what look like ac¬ 
tual, lived-in homes — sever¬ 
al photos include cats — with 
some startling yet down-to- 
earth upcycling suggestions 
for plant containers, includ¬ 
ing mason jars, decorative 
cookie tins, and even glass 
electric-meter boxes and un¬ 
used table lamps (with a cas¬ 
cading plant where a lamp 
shade might have been). 

Old picture frames be¬ 
come stunning displays of 
maintenance-free dried moss 
(step-by-step instructions 
with full-colour images in¬ 
cluded), and pieces of drift¬ 
wood are dramatic mounts 
for ferns. Helped along by 


a few small nails or hooks, 
philodendron and bougain¬ 
villea can be trained to 
grow across an indoor wall, 
dramatically spanning any¬ 
where from five to 25 feet. 

Macrame plant hangers 
and terrariums, features 
from a generation ago, are 
back, but with a more con- 
temporaiy feel. 

“Our macrame is cleaner, 
more streamlined and more 
contemporary-looking,” says 
Heibel. “And the terrariums 
have much more use of 
graphic material and colour 
and texture and shape.” 


The book’s final section, 
The Roots, gives a plant-by- 
plant glossary of possibil¬ 
ities, with troubleshooting 
suggestions. 

A plant that’s hard to kill 

“The most frequent ques¬ 
tion we’re asked is to rec¬ 
ommend a plant that’s hard 
to kill,” Heibel said. “That 
definition differs from per¬ 
son to person. Maybe one 
person goes out of town for 
a month and another waters 
too much. People often don’t 
really think about care and 
maintenance before putting
